As the regeneration of the Hindu nation cannot be effect- 
ed without Hindu unity and as it is indispensably necessary 
that a scheme for Hindu improvement and the formation 
of Hindu unity should be placed on a religious basis the 
Hindus being the most religious nation in the world, the 
following one is offered for the consideration of the Hindu 
communmty of India 

I The M^iia' Hindu Saititi or the Great Hindu Union 
shall bo composed only of Hindus Hindus are divided into two 
great classes those ( Salarvadu ) who worship Brahma or 
Iswara* ( the Soprerae Being ) or His attributes through 
images or symbols and tho«e ( Niralarvadit ) who worship Him 
in spirit, snch as Vedantists and Bnhraos Most English- 
educated natn C3 may or may not believe in the prevailing 
religion but they should still be reckoned as much Hindus 
as any other section of tho Hindu commumtyjobscrving, as they 
do, Hindu rites in domestic ceremome* such as marriage and 
conforming cNtornallv to tho prevailing Hinda religion.

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England returned mines belong to tbe class of English- 
educated natives most of them performing domestic 
ceremonies, such as marriage, according to Hindu forms All 
60rts of Hindus can bo members of the Samiti 

II The objects of the Union are to advocate and uphold 
the religious rights and privileges of Hindus, rouse Hindu 
national feeling, create Hindu national unitv and promote 
Hinda improvement m general The first mentioned object 
should be the principal object of the Samiti, nothing being so 
important to Hindus as religion The circumstance that, m 
the Burning Ghat Agitation in Calcutta m the tune of Babu 
Itamgopal Ghosa and the recent Great Contempt Case Agita 
tion caused by the imprisonment of Baba Sarendra Nath 
Banerjee Enghsh-cdaeated Hindus and Brohmos or Thcistic 
Ilindus, who disbelievo tu idolatry, sided with idolatrous 
Hindus, showed that religion is the dearest eonc a rn of the 
Hindus and when encroachment is made on the religious 
rights and privileges o! one ecctioa of the community, tho 
whole community feels lihc one man on the subject. 
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out to them of worldly progress and prosperity. Sncli 
union could be made on tbe basis of a common religion, 
the common object of adoration of all Hindus being Brahma 
or Iswara, tbe different gods and goddesses being but per- 
sonifications of bis attributes, of common manners and 
customs and of common past glorious traditions, by means 
of which last chiefly a fallen nation rises from its degraded 
condition It is to be highly regretted that such union 
could not be effected with our Mabommedan countrymen 
as their religion, manners and customs and past traditions 
are different from ours, but as they are tbe inhabitants of 
tbe same country with us and are under the same sovereign, 
political union can be effected with them as was evidenced 
by the Great Contempt Case Agitation, the Ripon Demons- 
tration, the meetings of the Indian National Congress, 
and tne recent mass meetings m Bengal A sort of religious 
union can also be effected with them In the Contempt Case 
Agitation, Mahommedans sided with Hindus in protesting 
against what they thought to be an encroachment on the 
religious privileges of natives A Manlavi of Patna was observ 
ed at the time to preach against such encroachment Besides 
such co-operation, there can be no intimate union between 
Hindus and Mussulmans ou account of the causes mentioned 
above The Mussulmans can have a National Association 
established on national principles of their own on the lines 
indicated below and both the Maha Hindu Samifci and the 
National Mabommedan Association can oo- operate with 
each other m political agitation We should not allow natio- 
nality to stand in the way of cultivating love and good feel- 
ing towards onr Mabommedan brethren, nor the said love 


ind good feeling in that of performing our mast important 
duties to onr own nation If we think it to be of the greate«t 
importance to unite politically with Main nunedan*, and 


there can be no ^wo voices with regard to the importance 
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sack anion, let not nationality be an obstruction ter the earns 
and if on the other hand, wo think the establishment of a 
Hindu National Society to bo of the greatest importance ta 
our own nation, let not regard for the said union stand m 
its way because charity b gins at home and we should attend 
to the primary necessities of our nation first of all We 
should in this nay try to harmonize all onr duties 

IV Tha Samiti will have a national tanner* inscribed with 
the words Isiaarao matrilhumi "'God and ^fatherland” having - 
tho likeness of a lotus undemca'b and the words "Triumph bo 
to tho Sa*a(3n Dliirsin 1 * m«crihed under the hieness of the 
lotus again The lotus in Hmdn eyes is emblematic of the 
creative force of the universe and of divine worship in tho 
country It is connected with a thousand c acrcd associations of 
Hindu mythology It may be nghtly deemed a fit emblem 
of the country itself whose best floral production is this 
flower As the rose is the emblem of England, tbo thistle 
of Scotland, the shamrock of Ireland, and the lily of France, 
so the lotus may nghtly be deemed the national emblem 
of India The members willkave the words “Imara o Ufa 
inlhun ' with a likeness Of the lotus underneath and tbo words 
' Triumph be to ^ an at ait DAarna'' under the likeness oE the 
lotus again inscribed on their rings also. The wearing of Each a 
ring will indicate that tho wearer 19 a member of tho

V According to the Hindu view, all concerns of Jjf^ 
being connected with religion, tbe Malii Hindu Saunti 
si all besides rebgjon, dj«ea«s all tapirs relating to Il/oda 
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improvement that m all topics relating to the physi 
cal, intellectual, moral, political agricultural and industrial 
good of India at its meetings No sectarian religions discus- 
sion will however bo allowed Only subjects, relatin'** 
to the religious rights and privileges of Hindus in general, 
will be deemed legitimate subjects of discussion on the 
subject of religion, there being no probability of such 
di'cuasiau giving rise to any bitterness of feeling As the 
question of social reformation is a sore and irritating 
one in the Hinda community, nil di cushion on this 
subject will be totally avoided except those relating to 
sanitation, temperance, education &.c to The subject of 
Hindu social reform should be left to the Hindu social 
reformer The above discu«sion on all subjects of Hindu 
improvement is to follow the delivery of discourses on tho«e 
subjects 

VI Besides tho discussion and reading of discourses 
adverted to above, such speeches shall bo delivered it the 
meetings of tho Mah£ Hindu Samiti a3 bare a tendency 
to ron c national feeling by auakening reminiscences of the 
put glory oE India and drawing attention to her present 
degraded condition as well os to promote union among the 
different Hindu races of India

God who is truth itself, knowledge itself,' and infinity itself,' 
as seated in the best of all spaces, the heart, enjoyeth all 
fruition with the all-intelligent God/ When we pronounce 
the word ‘Hindu’ the venerable figure of the Risbi Mandu- 
kya, who said : ‘Savlarn ticamadwaitam’- — ‘God is all 
tranquil, all good and without a second’ appears before 
our mental eye. When we pronounce the word ‘Hindu’ the 
venerable figure of Yyasa, who enunciated the moral doc- 
trine of sympathy by 6aying, 'AtnuinahpritiHtdni paresham 
na tanaeharet, —~"OaB should not do to others what is hurtfal 
to himself’ presents itself to oar miads in ' the sacred array* 
of the God-devoted ascetic, the tiger skin, and the matted 
hair. When we pronounce the word ‘Hindu’ the venerable 
figure of the gentle but spirited Vasistha appears befor 
our vision as upholding the right of private judgment 1 
the words, * Taltiyullammupddeyam rachanrm balaiudaj 
anyal irtnamecat lajyamapyoLlam . padmajanmant V , — ‘Tfa 
words of a child, if reasonable, aro acceptable, but what i 
unreasonable shouli be spurned as grass, even if uttered b; 
the god Brahma himself/ When we pronounce the won 
‘Hindu’ the calm collected aspect of the brown-complevione< 
handsome Hama, brown as the Durvtf grass, appears befor 
our vision who Suffered infinite hardships in the wilderness fo 
fourteen years for the sake of fulfilling a promise his fatbe 
bad made, and exhibited 10 himself the best example of j 
well-balanced mind and contrasted virtues. When we pro- 
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noance the word Hindu, Yadhisthira presents himself before 
our vision whose name has become almost synonymous with 
goodness in India When we prononnee the word ‘Hindu* 
the figure of that extraordinary man, Blusina, appears 
before us who, telling the means of his own destruction to 
Yadhisthira, showed superhuman magnanimity of mind, 
ami who, from amidst the tortures of his bed of arrows, 
gave endless and priceless religious and moral instruction 
to the Pandaa as When wo pronounce the word ‘Hindu,' 
the high souled royd saint Janaka presents himself to our 
minds who, for a minute, was not diverted from intimate 
communion with God, though paying the minutest attention 
to worldly affairs When we pronounce the word 
‘Hindu* we remember Pnru, who, on bemg brought captive 
before Alexander and, on being asked by him how he liked 
to be treated, replied, ‘Like a Ling* How charmwg is tbe 
Hindu name 1 Can we ever forsake it ? This name possesses 
magical power By means of this name, which centres 
and represents every great virtue and all noble character, all 
Hindus will be united by the tie of brotherhood By means 
of this name, the Hindastham, tbe Panjabi, the Rajput, 
the Mahmtta,the M idrasi and the Bengali, in short all Hindas, 
will be of one heart The aspirations of all will be the same , 
they will all make united effort for national regeneration 
and progress We should not therefore forsake the name 
of HJindn as long as tbe last drop of Aryan blood runs 
in onr veins We should never forsake onr nationality— 
‘nationality, a name aear and sacred as the name of wife 
and mother to every sound hearted man ' * The stamina of 
tbe Hindu race are unrivalled The Hindu race has still 
got sufficient stamina in it which would enable it to nse by 
dint of independent exertion The Hindu nation is sure 
to improve itself and become the rival of other civilized

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nations in conr«e o£ time The Hinting were famous in 
ancient times for their religions and moral ctuhzafcion 
Superior religiousness and morals are the birth n»hfc of 
the Hindu Moral civilization is higher than material emit- 
Nation hut while ue keep up the former and continue to improve 
in it, tl e time is come for attaintn^ greater progress ip the 
latter also It is thas we hope our nation will stand as the best 
and foremost of all nations on the earth But if we lose our 
nationality wo cannot entertain any hope of attaining this 
rank We have lost political freedom Shall we have to lose 
social freedom al«o by servile imitation ? The great poet 
Homer says ‘The day a man becomes a slave, he lo«es half 
his mahood ’ If m this way we become dependent on 
others in every rc*pect, shall we bo c\er able to stand np 
again ? Can the mind retain its strength at snch slavish 
dependence 9 If the mind lose its strength, how can wc effect 
oir own improvement 9 Shall the Hindu raco be extinguished 
by becoming subject to foreigners in every possible respect 9 
I can never believe so Ibis I hope that, as the Hindu nation 
was once renowned in the world for knowledge, wisdom, 
arts and civilization, it will again become renowned for 
the same Milton sass in one place with reference to his own 
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-adorning the world with the light of knowledge civilization, 
■and religion I *>ce before me its renown and glory again 
tilling the earth from one end of it to the other ” * 

VII The Maba Hindu Samiti will liave branches affiliated 
to it in all the towns and villages of India All these 
branches taken together will form the Great Hindu Union 

VIII Every branch of the "Union will have a President, 
*i Secretary and an Assistant Secretary Anj Hindu, who will 
be deemed competent for the office, will he elected President 
A SansI rxt-Lnowing professional Bhattacharjya or Shastn, 
if elegible, will have preference to any other candidate 

IX Kalasaa or pitchers, full oE water with cocohnuts 
and mango branohes placed on them as well as plantain trees, 
will be placed at the door of the room in w l ich the 
meeting will be held A thah or plato containing flowers 
will K placed m tho midst of the carpet on which the 
members will sit for tho sake of ornament only A flag, 
inscribed with the national symbol mentioned before, will 
wave on the root of the hon«e in which the meeting 13 held, 
on the occasion of every meeting Before the proceedings 
of the meeting commoncc, lamps ( dteij)a ) will be lighted 
even if it bo held in the dav time tho conch <sVU l lown 
and resin and odorous sticks (ZMk pa and D/iuna) burnt 

X Tho proceedings of the Mab& Hindu Samiti will 
commence with the putting of a mark of randilwool paste 
by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary on the forehead 
of every member present, and a garland round his neck not 
according to rank or station in society bnt the order m 
which the members have chance l to sit Tho Pre 1 b it will 
then, in a standing posture, offer the following prav r ox

After the recitatton of the Art/andmdeali and the singing 
of the song in question, the regular proceedings of the meeting 
will commence They will be held in the following order — 
( a ) Easiness connected with the practical carrying 
out of any measure for Hindu improvement undertaken by 
the Branch or the whole Union 

( 6 ) Reading of discourses if any, on subjects of General 
Indian interest, relating to the improvement of the India 
or of interest to the particular branch 

( c ) Discussion on the snbject of discourse or anv 
other subject falling within the province of the Samiti, if 
no discourse be Tend 

( d) General exhortatory patriotic speech 
The President will fix the time to bo devoted to each of 
these proceedings If proceeding (a) be likely to take op 
tbe whole time of the meeting the other proceedings had 
better bo omitted Greater stress should^ be laid on practical 
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work thin on delivery of written discourses and *peechifica- 
tion Some national songs will be sung after tho eouclu- 
sion of the proceeding* of the meeting Tho N itionnl An- 
them translated into tho vernacular will be sun" last of all 
the members standing while it is sung After these son^s are 
sung again bj the ladies present at the meeting, the meeting 
will dissolve with a benediction from the President and 
three shouts of “triumph {jay a) be to Sanalana Dharma ” 

XI Hindu ladies who feel for their oountrj, shall sit in 
the room next to that in which the meeting is held, a screen 
being placed between the two rooms and join m the 
exclamations ind icsponses prescribed in the above ritual 
from behind the screen They are to sing the national 
songs and the National Anthem without the assistance of 
the male memburs aftei the litter had done singing each 
song No such screen should be used in places such as those 
in the Bombay au’d Madras Presidencies where female 
libeitv prevails Only a *epaiate place will be reserved 
for the ladies No singing In females is to be allowed m 
Bengal or any other paits of India where the custom r of

and the Punjab except Brahmins The Brahmins of Cash- 
mere do not scruple to have their mt.at and rult purchased 
and brought over from the bazar by Maboinedan servants, 
though thev hate them served at dinnor by men of their own 
caste I have in my «cheme reckoned Brabmos and Eng-

The Indian National Congress is over * The Delegatee

gratified at the result But blinded by the glamour of tho 
Indian National Congress, Jet us not be insensible to the 
imperative calls of the duty we owe to our own nation, that 
is, the Hindu nation lie should have a great Hindu Union 
in addition to the Indian National Cot gress Tho Indian 
Hatioi al Congress looks only to our political interests, hut

is true patriotism A false cosmopolitanism has dried up 
in the minds of edueoted Hindus the natural desire of 
attaining superiority over other nations which is tbe principal 
source of national prosperity Lord Beaconsfleld said that tl e 
cosmopolitan loros every other nation than Ins own The 
educated Hindu is a downright cosmopolitan and wishes 
to elevate all nations and races at the same lime but the 
natural process is for a man to try to raise his own nati n 
first of all, then other nations and races Tt may suit the 
English nation who has already risen in the «cale of 
nations to try to elevate other nations and races 1 ut 
not the Hindu nation as yet Bat to return to the subject 
we are treating of We, English educated Hindus 
may not believe in a material Ja^annath but -we should fid 
for our countrymen who are highly dissatisfied with ’this' 
act of Government, hut have not vitality enough to express 
their dissatisfaction hy the strongest agitation po«sil le 
on the subject We, English educated Hindus, should believe 
in such cases as the illustrious Ilam Gopal Ghose did When 
the Calcutta Municipality at that time, consisting chit fly 
of Etnupcau members inten fe f to put a stfnp t!o cremation 
at the Nimtolah Chant of Calcutta, lio said in his speed 
delivered on the occasion ' 1 oare not wbctbtr my own 
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*Wly bo buried or burnt, but I feel for my poor countrymen.” 
Had there been a large association of the Hindus, as proposed 
by me, it would have attempted its best to remonstrate 
against such invasion of the rights and privileges of the 
Hindus, and the Government would have been obliged to 
pay heed to such remonstrance * If the "Great °Hindu 
Union” be established, it would direct its attention to the 
commercial, agricultural, and industrial improvement of the 
country, as proposed by me in my Scheme. It would fpr 
instance, try to establish technical schools and set up 
cotton mills in other parts of India than Bomb «y, after 
the example of the enterprising Hindu merchants of that 
city. Vie cannot expect this from the Indian National con- 
press, as it -deals with political reforms only. Who can gain- 
say that besides doe representation in the Legislative coun- 
cils, what I have proposed is not necessary for stemming* 
tho tide of poverty, that is setting m in great force in the 
country ? 

The National oongress is a dry business meeting. There 
is nothing in it to stimulate tiie imagination. Men are not 
mere " intellcctuils all in all” bat bemgs of flesh and blood 
influenced by nmgination A patriotic sooicty should appeal 
to the imagination of the people, and afford scope for the 
cultivation of patriotic feeling by the joungor generation. 
There was nothing in the Congress of tin, sort, as it could 
not bo called a Bociety, being only a meeting taUng place 
once a year. Thers was no flag, no procession ; not n sinMo 
patriotic *>ng was sung Perhaps it is proper lint it should 
be a dry business meeting nod all along retrin this drv 
business character.

It lias been said that "the Hindu eats religiou^lr, drinks 
religiously, walks religiously, and sleeps religiously.” Religion 
is the pivot round which his individual existence tnrns, 
it is also the pivot ronnd which his social existence tnrns. 
The potent influence, excproised by the words " Hearth and 
Home” in England and "Fatherland” in Germany, is done, 
so bv the word "Dharma” in India. Any movement for the 
regeneration of Hindu Society* should have a religious 
basis or else it will tumble down like a loose pile of bricks 
without cement at the first powerful gust of wind. I have 
therefore made religion the basis of the proposed Great 
Hindu Union. "While doing so, I had in view the Hindu 
community in general, and not a few «cepties and positi- 
vists, that are to be found among English-educated Hindus. 
The proceedings of the Union will commence with a prayer, 
extracted from the Ehn*ravat-Gita, a book held in nniversar 
estimation by Hindus, a pnyer in which all sects and classes 
of Hindus can join Lamps will be lighted on the occasion,
